STORY OF POST-WAR 
DEVELOPMENTS 


RAILWAYS! THREE’ FUNCTIONS 


“Post-war years and particularly 
the last few years have brought 
out two conspicuous changes In the 
relationship of transportation,” 
sold Mr. & W. Beatty, Chairman 
and President of the Canadian 
Pacific Ra\\way, in a epeech deliver- 
ed recently at. a banquet of the 
Transportation Club of Toronto. 

“The first change,” said Mr. 
Beatty, “is the improved efficiency 
of railways in Canada and in the 
United States, enabling quick and 
certain delivery and the consequent 
conduct of business on an almoat 
day-to-day basis; thus relieving 
industry of th: necessity of large 
inventories. and stores on hand. 
Fast freight and express services 
have been the greatest ‘single 
influence in tha liquid position of 
some of our largest industries. The 
second development has been the 
engagement of transportation and 
traffic experts by industries to act 
as liaison officers between the 
transportation companies and the 
industries they serve. As a result 
of this there. follows:a broadening 
of th: understanding of the pio- 
blems of transportation.and, whe: 
industry and transportation meet 
and co-opsrate on business, good. 
will and mutual assistance, follow 
surely as night follows day.” 

‘. “Railways have three functions | 
to perform,” continued Mr, Beatty. 
“Thy must give adequate service 
at reasonable cost. They must pro- 


-|vide sufficient facilities to meet the 


needs of the commerce of the coun- 
try, and they must be willing to ex- 
tend and construct ahead of settle- 
ment in order that additional deve- 
lopment may take place. These fac- 
tors require commensurate compen- 
sation for the services they do 
render, and sufficient credit to ‘pro- 
vide new moneys for new enter- 
prises. The company, with which 
I am associated, in the last five 
years, spent on ‘capital account 
in Canada alone more than 


'1$116,000,000, and during the same 


period constructed more than 1,000 
mil2s of branch lines, 

“If the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company had not been a strong 
company at the outbreak.of the 
war, it would not have been able to 
survive that period, and during it 
make a pronounced contribution to 
Canadian transportation efficiency, 
and assist the other companies 
which in facilities, equipment and 
financial resources were not able 
to do their full share. An example 
of the things against which we 
must provide was given some 
months ago in the State of Vermont 
when, in the short apace of twenty- 
four hours, through unprecedent- 
ed rains and water conditions, mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of railway, 
property was destroyed.” 


Appreciation of Efforts « 


“What we ask of you and all 
other business men in Canada is a 
sympathetic. regard for our needs 
and an accurate ‘appreciation of 
what we have done and are 
endeavouring to do.” At this point 
Mr. Beatty emphasized the fact that 
it was difficult to bring home to 
the average business man the 
realization of just how low a return 
the company's earnings involve, 
because, while it-is known to most 
investors, it is not generally appre- 
ciated that the maintenance of the 
present dividend of 7 per cent, from 
railway earnings is due entirely to 
the extraordinary low capitalization 
of the company. : 

“Last year, as you know, our 
rates were reduced,” stated the 
president, “and our wages sub- 
stantially Increased. The effect of 
this can only be met in one or two 
ways: either by’ increased: gross 
earnings due to Increased traffic'or 
by: an increase, in freight rates. 
Naturally, we hope that the former

Touching briefly on railway 
taxation, Mr. Beatty pointed out 
that his.company paid in taxes In 
1927 a sum of $7,358,000, an in- 
crease of 480 per cent.on what was 


.| paid in taxes In 1913 when the ag- 


gregato pald'in taxes was $1,838: 
000. "In these days,” said Mr. 
Beatty, “when we are so accustom- 
ed to read of figures in millions, it 
is not easy to pictune ‘just what the 
1927 taxation meant to our com- 
pany, It means, however, that last 
year we disbursed in taxes alone 
$20,260 per day; 840 per hour; $14 
per minute; or 23 1/3 cents per 
second. It will be realized that the 
company Is making a very import- 
ant contribution to’ the Government 
of the country. As you know, trans- 
portation rates have been subject 
to numerous reductions since 1921, 
while our, payroll has’ increased 
from 448 per cent. of the gross 
revenuea to 47.6 per cent. Never- 
thaless we have made large savings 
in fuel consumption, the averag3 
time for shipments moving. between 
the large centres has been matertal- 
ly lessened, and the overtime there- 
by reduced. We have also reduced 
the percentage of ‘loss and damage 
claims in relation to-freight re- 
venue from 1.5 to .6 per cent, or by 
no less than two-thirds on the 1921 
figures.. This has undoubtedly been 
of great convenience to our patrons, 
“Great strides, too, have been 
made in regard, to the safety of 
passengers, a8 2,000,000 passengérs 
were carried in 1927 for each 
passenger fatally injured. This 
compares with one passenger killed 
for each 600,000 passeniers carried 
in 1912,

COLLISION AT SEA - 


PROBLEM OF. APPORTION- 
MENT AND COSTS 


“ADMIRALTY PROCEDURE 


Tn the cage of the two Liver- 
poo! vessels, the “Monksville” and 


the “Herculaneum,” in collision in. 


Swansea ‘Bay, reported in “The 
‘Journaly of ‘Commerce’ on 
December 6, the question of costs 
was reserved for argument. 

As it was a case where’ blame 
was’ apportioned (‘‘Monksville” 
three-fourths, “Herculaneum” 
one-fourth), the President's subse- 
quent decision in the Admiralty 
Court on costa is worth noting 
by practitioners in the Admiralty 
Court, for the old rule of costs, in 
these "circumstances, is not being 
followed to-day, and various and 
uncertain. consequences may fol- 
tow since Mr, Justice Hill, from 
the modern point of view, review- 
ed the costs procedure in the 
Moadica two years ago. 

Mr. Noad (for the “Monksville” 
(found ‘three-fourths to blame), 
asked the President to follow the 
principle of making no apportion- 
ment of the costs; Mr. Dunlop, 
K.C.,, for the “Herculaneum,” said 
he could not ask the court to give 
the “Herculaneum” all her costs, 
but.the plaintiffs should be made 
to pay at least half of them. 

‘Counsel were, for the plaintiffs, 
Mr. Lewis ‘Noad and Mr. R. 
Adams, instructed by Megars. 
Charles Lightbound and. Co., 
Liverpool, and for the defendants, 
Mr. €. Robertson Dunlop, K.C., 
and Mr, Alfred T. Bucknill, in- 
structed by Messrs. Hill, Dicken- 
son and Co., Liverpool. 

“The collision was one of those 
difficult cases, as the President 
found, of crossing ships and the 
stand-on rule, There have 
been three or four such cases of 
late, and in one of them the Pre~ 
sident reserved his judgment in 
order to put precisely in writing 
what he felt was the duty of the 
ship on which the regulations im- 
posed. duty of action only when 
the other looked to be, incapable 
of avoiding collision alone. 

In the present case, the “Hercu. 
laneum” said they were crossing 
veasels (as the Judge held); the 
“Monksville,” that they. were ap- 
proaching starboard to starboard, 
and the “Herculaneum” ‘ported at 


‘1800 feet. The Judge found that 


the “Herculaneum” was to keep 
course and gpeed, and the “Monks- 
ville” to keep out of the way. 
The latter did not do so, and the 
“Herculaneum,” he thought, in 
the difficult position of the hold- 
on ship, delayed her emergency 
action too long. He said she kept 
course and speed practically up to 
the moment of collision. He con- 
sulted the Elder Brethren, and the 
Elder Brethren, Mr. Dunlop re- 
called, advised that she should 
have acted earlier. He asked that 
the defendants should be awarded 
half their costs. Mr. Justice Hill, 
in the Modica, held that costs in 
such a: case were inthe discre- 


\tion of the judge, and in the ab- 
ysence of special circumstances 


would follow the event. From the 
examination of a series of cases 
since he drew the conclusion that 
had been a general practice in the 
Division of late, with vessels 
found to blame in this proportion, 
to apportion costs and award the 
defendants half their costs. 


Previous Cases 


Mr. Noad agreed that it was im- 
possible to separate the issues, 
and there should be-no costs ap- 
portionment. He said the “Monks- 
ville”’. was making up to the

The Judge, '*ift‘his: judgment, 
said the question was whether the 
old practice of costs’ with distri- 
buted ‘blame, which. was an easy 
practice to apply, should be re- 
sorted to here, or whether the 
more difficult, but, he | thought 
better practice should rule of 
looking into the finding and being 
guided by it to an apportionment 
of costa, The “Monksville” fail. 
ed in their substantial allegation 
of facts, and the “Herculaneum” 
substantially succeeded in their 
broad allegation of facts. He had 
to take account of that in con- 
sidering the incidence of costs, 
Underlying the distribution: of 
blame regard had tobe had to 
the facts proved. by both parties, 
But for that, ‘there: would be 


grounds .for putting the major: 


part, at'any rate, of the costs of 
the proof of facts on the plaintiffs. 
He did not propose to do that, 


but, bearing in mind that the}: 


plaintiffs put up an erroneous 
case, and that on the broad issue 
of facts ‘they were beaten, and 
bearing in mind that the “Hercu- 
Taneum” was found to blame in a 
smaller proportion, he held that 
the plaintiffs should pay one-third 
of the defendant’s costs. He de- 
cide it would be disadvantageous 
to male amore minute order as to 
cos!

The Rev. Fr. Byrne, 8. J., dis- |’

‘Convent School (St. Paula In- 
gtitution), Causeway Bay, yester- 
day afternoon, in the presence of 
His Lordship the Rt.

“The Head Mistress’ report of 
the working of the school during 
the past year was read as fol- 
lows:— .

‘There are no very special fea- 
tures to report on the school year 
of 1928. ’ 

The work in ‘the different 
classes and the usual activities of 
the achod! have continued steadily 
during-the past year, and the re- 
sults on the whole have been quite 
satisfactory. 

The highest number on the roll 
was 260 which is an increase on 

-that for the preceding year, The 


_ annual inspection took plaice on 


‘October. 25 there being 247 pupils 
‘present, and the Inspector's Re- 
‘port was not only gratifying, but 
‘very encouraging both to pupils 
‘and teachers. 5 : 
Special mention was male of 
the scrupulous cleanfiness of the 
premises which—as the inspector 
remarked—was in itself an object 
lesson, “It would be well, perhaps, 
to:mention here that the usual 
medical inspections were carried 
out ‘in June and in December by 
Docter S. S. Strahan whose re- 
ports .also’ show the excellent 
sanitary conditions of the classes 
and dormitories and the conse- 
quent good health of the pupils.
